Areas to be included in the 
extnsion include Highway 84 
East to the intersection of 
Weeks Bridge Road; Samson 
Highway to vicinity of the 
“Y"'; Bantley Highway to Stin- 
son Community and then east 
to Lee Community and to the 
Troy Highway, and south back 
to Elba; Brundidge Highway 
past the city limits a mile or 
more and a short “‘leg’’ east 
on county road to about the 
Harry Jacobs home. Areas 
south on the Kinston Highway 
and west on 84 didn’t show the 
housing density on the surveys 
to justify extension to these 
areas. 

According to studies by 
Farmers Home, the addition 
will operate at a deficit for the 
first few years, but will begin 
to pick up revenue in the third 
year. This means the expan- 
sion will have to be subsidized 
by the Board until the number 
of water users in the area 
increases to the point they up 
the revenue enough to cover 
the bond repayment. 

City Councilman D. M. 
English was asked his opinion 
of the proposal and showed 
concern over the cost of repay- 
ing a 3/4 million dollar loan, 
and noted, ‘We can't afford 
not to take the deal if we ever 


expect to grow,” 


Councilman Wayland 
Sharpless said, ‘‘It is a ques- 
tion of - ‘do we want to sit like 
we are, or do we want to offer 
something for growth’."’ 

Board member Oscar 
Vaughan noted, ‘'We are going 
to spend one million dollars at 
our bank because we believe 
Elba is here to stay, and we 
want to do something to show 
our faith in the future of the 
community."' He continued 
with, “I don't think it is in the 
best interest of Elba to turn 
this down."’ 

Board Chairman Charles 
Hayes agreed, saying, ‘They 
(FHA) promised to review our 
plan in two years for a possible 
grant, but at present inflation 
rates, the cost would increase 
to push the cost of the project 
higher than the possible 
amount of the grant."’ 

Mayor Kobert Folsom, also 
a member of the utility board, 
said, ‘‘l am for it 100%, if we 
can do it."’ He later seconded 
all the necessary motions to 
satisfy the legal aspects of the 
action, including the chairman 
to sign the loan papers. 

Board member Cleo Haw- 
kins, who is also a member of 
the city council, made the 
necessary motions to get the 
action started, and each was 
approved unanimously by the 
board members. Board mem- 
ber Jimmy Wise was absent 
from the meeting, but has 
voiced approval in the past and 
again on Tuesday of this week.

With fresh city 
water in front of a lot, new folks moving in will find plenty of lots 
for sale on which to build homes for years to come! 


It would have been much better to get half the necessary monies 
for the water expansion as a grant, but there is a certain amount 
of pride to be derived from the government refusal to give a 
grant because the financial condition of the utility board is too 
strong to warrant free money. This speaks loudly of good 
management in both the water and electric divisions, especially in 
this time of runaway inflation and months when the cost of 
electricity exceeds the price we consumers are charged. 


When the people of Iran kicked out the Shah several months ago 
in favor of their elderly religious leader, the attitude there was 
one of ‘‘our problems are all solved.’’ It was not long before 
some cracks began to show, especially when Khomeini told the 
women to put back on their veils and get in the back seat.

STEWART: 

Warning that U. S. 
defense strength is being 
challenged by a continuing 


Soviet arms buildup, Sen. 
Donald Stewart has urged that 
the nation move swiftly to 
restore an American military 
presence throughout the world, 

The Alabama Democrat also 
told the American Legion's 
61st annual convention that U. 
S. strength in Western Europe 
must be upgraded, and that 
the proposed arms treaty with 
Moscow could face problems 
over exclusion of the 
controversial Soviet Backfire 
bomber. 

Stewart said that the 
ultimate strength of America’s 
international posture has 
rested with the fact that the U. 
S. military machine was far 
superior to that of Russians, 
even though its *‘Wheels never 
actually had to be put into 
motion,"’ 

That superiority, he 
continued--which was 
personified by American 
diplomatic triumphs during the 
Berlin blockade in 1961 and the 
Cuban missile crisis in 1962 -- 
is now being eroded, he said, 
and consequently, the U. S. 
role of ‘‘ultimate arbiter’ 
weakened. 

“As long as_ the Soviets 
insist upon attempting a mad 
dash toward military 
superiority,’’ the senior senator 
continued, ‘‘we face the 
problem not only of staying 
one step ahead of them, but 
also of ensuring that our role 
as ultimate arbiter is not 
compromised. 

“We must begin to take 
specific measures to halt any 
perceived shift in the military 
balance toward the Soviets. 
Because I can think of only one 
case in which a _ powerful 
military presence is forced to 
take a step backward. And 
that is when it is confronted 
with a more powerful military 
presence.”’ 

Stewart zeroed in on U. S. 
strength in Europe and 
exclusion of the Backfire in 
the proposed Stragegic Arms 
Limitation Treaty as areas 
indicative of the problems 
facing American defense 
planners. 

He conceded that a Soviet 
numerical advantage in 
conventional force strength 
could, to some degree, be 
offset by a U. S. technological 
superiority. But he added that 
the ability to present a 
worldwide show of military 


strength on occasion could 
prove to be an effective 
prescription for an ailing 


American reputation abroad. 


**Military history since 
World War II has shown very 
clearly that the potential 


strength of a well-equipped U. 
S. force that has the political 
and economic backing of our 
country has been a_ highly 
effective weapon against 
blustery Communist threats,’’ 
he said. 

“That potential cannot be 
compromised. Because if it is, 
Soviet influence will grow. We 
must prevent this.”* 

Among the steps he 
suggested to counter the Soviet 
arms buildup in Western 
Europe were implementation of 
a “‘coherent”’ theater strategy 
in the area, modernization of 
U. S. theater nuclear forces 
and a ‘“‘maritime posture that 
ensures America’s ability to 
project its vast power 
overseas."’ 

Switching to the Backfire, 
Stewart said that the aircraft 
is capable of performing a 
mission against the United 
States, Soviet contentions to 
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the contrary. 

He added that it possesses 
characteristics that are similar 
to--and in some cases, greater 
than -- bombers limited under 
the SALT I ceiling, has a 
range greater than hat of the 
canceled U, Ss. BI and 
reportedly has been used to 
test-launch a long-range cruise 
missile. 

“The Senate must attack 
language to the treaty or the 
resolution of ratification stating - 
very clearly what we 
understand the Soviet 
intentions to be regarding the 
Backfire,’’ Stewart suggested. 

“Then if and when those 
understanding were broken, 
this country would have the 
legal right to abrogate the 
treaty.

Private Horse? 


Jerry was leafing through a 
magazine in his dentist’s office 
when he noticed something famil- 
iar. There in a travel advertise- 
ment was a photograph of his own 
horse.

In high dudgeon, Jerry filed an 
invasion-of-privacy suit against 
the travel agency. 

“That horse is my private 
property,"” he charged in court. 
“By using his picture without my 
permission, they have violated my 
right of privacy.” 

But the court turned down 
Jerry's claim, since there was no 
way for a reader to connect him 
with the horse. “As a practical 
matter,"’ said the court, ‘‘this 
anonymous picture did not intrude 
upon his privacy at all." 

Most courts do recognize a 
right of privacy in a person's own 
likeness, But, they do not extend 
that protection to a photograph of 
the person's property. Consider 
another example: 

In an article on traffic problems, 
@ magazine ran a picture of a car 
wreck. But the picture showed 
neither a driver nor a license plate. 
Here, too, when the car owner 
claimed an invasion of his privacy, 
the suit was dismissed. The court 
said: 

“(The picture) in no way relates 
to or identifies any particular 
driver.” 

But suppose the property owner 
can somehow be identified. In an- 
other case, an advertisement used 
& man’s ancestral coat of arms, 
including his surname. When he 
sued for damages, the advertiser 
argued that it had made no direct 
econ to any particular individ- 


ual. 

Nonetheless, the court held that 
the man’s privacy had indeed been 
invaded. The court said the dis- 
tinctive coat of arms, along with 
the surname, had made his iden- 
tity all too clear.

LAND MANAGEMENT FOR 
WHITE-TAILED DEER 
White tailed deer are 


nt throughout Alabama. 
Whey. can be found in all sixty 
seven counties in the state. 
Suitable habitats must be 
available if the white tail is to 
survive. Suitable habitats can 
be retained or created and 


maintained on cropland, 
haylands, woodlands and wild 
life land. Land that is 


managed for deer should be 
ade to distor Teh cual 
juce 
food and cover. bre 
Deer require a 
variety of plants in their ‘Sie, 
Deer select foods because of 
their palatabitity, succulence, 
availability and nutrient value. 
During the spring, summer 


and early fall, deer cat 
succulent grasses, legumes, 
weeds, fruits, various 
agricultural crops and the 


tender growth of shrub, trees, 
and vines. During late fall and 
winter, they feed on acorns, 
| rena evergreen leaves, 

its, forage in improved 
pastures, various agricultural 

stems of 
green brier, 
blueberry sassafras and other 
woody plants. Acorns are 
especially important; they help 
condition deer for the relatively 
Jean winters, In Alabama 
adult deer probably need 
between 5 and 9 pounds of 
food each day. Deer use salt 
when it is available to them 
but salt is not considered a 
necessity. Deer require free 
water for drinking, especially 
during warm weather. Water 
should be well distributed 


throughout the area. 

Habitat management 
consist mostly of retaining, 
creating, and maintaining 


suitable food, water and cover. 

Often it is better to retain 
the habitat already present 
than it is to try creating 


another. In retaining a 
habitat, we should retain 
woodland with an abundance of 


tender undergrowth within 44 
feet of the nd, This 
tender underground — will 
provide food and cover.

Crop Production 
Highlights 


Corn---Production is 
forecast at 6.66 billion bushels 
(169 million metric tons) based 
on crop conditions as of July 1, 
6 eg below the record 
high 1978 crop. The 9 
percent confidence interval for 
this production is 5.74 to 7.58 
billion bushels. 

All Wheat---Production is 
forecast at 2.10 million bushels 
(57.2 million metric tons), up 
17 percent from the 1978 crop.

A friend of mine who is a hog. 


producer told me the other day 
that we had ruined the price of 
hogs.he said since we have 
Started promoting expanded 
hog production in Coffee 
County and the Wiregrass that 
prices have gone down dram- 
atically. 

Of course, hog prices have 
gone down, They would have 
gone down even faster than 
they have expect that beef 
cattle prices were high and this 
hel maintain hog prices 
actually higher longer than we 
ex 5 
ie price of hogs is deter- 
mined almost entirly by the 
number of hogs in the nation. 
At the present time we have 
probably 15-200/0 more hogs 
nationwide. than we had last 
year at this time. These lower 
prices will last for several 
months. Pork ucers 
throughout the country will cut 
back some and the numbers. 
will come back in line and the 
price will go back up. 

But the main point I want to 
makes is whatever we do in 
Coffee County or the Wire- 
grass does not have any effect 
whatsoever on the price of 
hogs. As I have said before, 
Alabama only produces half of 
Gates ¢ needs, I would like for 
Coffee County to produce the 
other half that we need just 
here in the state.

Azaleas are aow forming 
flower buds for next spring’s 
blooms. The earlier drought 
could have put severe stress on 
the plants. 

If you have new plantings 
they may need extra-special 
attention during the summer 
months. Because roots of new 
plants are not very extensive, 
the plants are likely to wilt if 
not watered every three to four 
days. 

The best insurance against 
water loss is a three to four 
inch mulch around new plants, 
Mulching also helps older 
plants. Compost, leaves, pine 
needles and ise bark make 
excellent mulching. 

Azaleas often produce tall 
new growth shoots in summer,

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SNACK TIME 

Teach your youngsters to cat 
nutritious snacks while they 
have a good time helping pre- 
pare them.

But, it is possible to get too 
much vitamin A from vitamin 
pills. Before taking any citamin 
supplements, talk to your 
7 hysician to find out if it 
necessary. If you do 
take the sup) lements, read and 
follow the directions carefully.

TICKS AND FLEAS 

I have gotton a lot of calls 
recently about controlling ticks 
and fleas on animals and in the 
lawn. For ticks on dogs and in 
the yard use 5% Sevin dust. 
Dust the dog three times five 
to six days apart with the 5% 
Sevin 


In addition to treating the 
animal itself, sprinkle the 5% 
dust on the lawn areas and all 
around the base of the house. 
You'll need to do this two or 
three times also over a period 
of two or three weeks to get rid 
of ticks. 

For fleas use a 5% Mala- 
thion dust on both dogs and 
Pet Don’t treat animals under 

weeks old. Or use 5% 
Sevin dust the same as tor 
ticks. Be sure to treat the 
kennels where the animals 
stay.Remove bedding that your 
cat or dog has been using and 
wash it in hot, soapy water 
or simply burn it and replace 
with new bedding. 

To get fleas from inside 
your house, use S-10% Diazi- 


soapy water. Don’t forg 
treat out in the yard also.

Improvements Are Made At Public Lakes 


By: G. Raymond Cooper 


The purpose of the state 
public fishing lake program is 
to meet the needs of fishermen 
who live in counties which do 
not have sufficient public 
Streams or lakes. Recent 
opportunities provided by the 
Young Adult Conservation 
Corps (YACC) have helped 
meet these needs more ef- 
fectively and economically. 

YACC is a program which 
started in 1978 and is totally 
funded by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. It provides oppor- 
tunities to young adults to 
learn skills and to be gainfully 
employed. YACC personnel 
have assisted with construction 
of fishing piers, boat ramps, 


fertilizer platforms; erosion 
control; cleared lake shore- 
lines, and limed state lakes. 

Other projects which have im- 
proved access for fishermen 
and management of fish popu- 
lations include walkways, fish 

barriers, and repairs to drain 
valves, 

In order to make fishing 
more accessible to the elderly 
and handicapped fishermen, 
fishing piers are to be built at 
all the state-owned public fish- 
ing lakes. Three lakes have 
piers. Two were built last 
winter at Pike and Monroe 
County Public Fishing Lakes. 
A pier was built at Coffee 
County Public Fishing Lake 
prior to 1966. Heavy use of 
this pier by elderly and handi-

capped fishermen indicated a 
need to provide similar facil- 
ities at other public lakes. The 
design of each pier will vary 
and each will attempt to pro- 
vide users with access to good 
fishing. The Fisheries Section 
plans to complete piers at 
several other lakes. 


Additional bank fishing will 
be provided as YACC workers 
cut trees and clear bushes and 
weeds. Herbicides are also 
used to eliminate some un- 
wanted vegetation. Brush will 
be anchored in the lake to act 
as fish attractors which will 
concentrate fish. Solme lakes 
have marsh areas over which 
wooden walkways are to be 
constructed to improve access 
to adjacet banks. The first 
walkway was completed this 
summer at Coffee County Pub- 
lic Lake. 

In the past two years, the 
Fisheries Section with assist- 
ance fom YACC workers and 
the Alabama Highway Depart- 
ment, has constructed nine 
boat launching ramps at public 
fishing lakes. These ramps 
provide a more dependables 
place for fishermen to launch 
his or her own boat. The use of 
privately-owned boats at public 
fishing lakes has increased 
since these ramps have been 
constructed. 

As numbers of fishermen 
increase at the public lakes, 
fishing must be improved to 
meet the need. One method of 
eres fishing is to increase 

production in the lakes by 
improving the effectiveness of 
fertilization. This is being 
achieved by installing new 
fertilizer platforms and by re- 
working old ones. More effi- 
cient use of the fertilizer _ 
tains fish populations at hig 
production levels and controls 
the growth of unwanted vege- 
tation and algae. 

Construction and repair of 
fertilizer platforms will be con- 
tinued over the nextg few 
years until all lakes have 
platforms.
